Added Fury Givel Fighting

Sept. 
5.—Attacking 


Kiangsu forces in the Liuho sector, 
about 30 miles northwest of Shang- 
hai, continued their assault all last 
night and late this afternoon appear- 
ed to be -preparing for another night 
of continuous fighting. 
•"This information was brought to 
the city by a competent eyewitness 
who visited the battle front during 
the afternoon. 
The Bring was be- 
coming more intense as hour passed 
after hour, it was stated, both sides 
Basing artillery, 
mainly 
three-inch 


guns. 
Explosive artillery shells were used 
lor the first time today. Large num- 
bers of machine guns likewise were 
placed in service. There was no evi- 
dence yet that cooperation was be-' 
ing accorded the Kianjfsu forces b.y 
the naval contingents reported "as- 
sembling at Nanking for action down 
the Yangtze river.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 5—Fierce fight- 


ing in three sectors between

New 
streets in North Danville are also 
without service. 


Mr. Lumpkin has on two o"casioris

fred Mullins, of Bassetts. who is held 
in jail here charged with murdering 
his wife, Mrs Ida Starkey Mullins at 
Bassett on June 28, 1923, will be tried 
at the October terms of the Henry 
Circuit court, and Joseph R. Taylor, 
commonwealth's attorney, expects to 
ask for a first degree murder penalty 
at the hands of the jury. Mullins has 
been in jail since the middle of July 
and has not yet retained counsel. He 
is morose and gives evidence of being 
troubled though he insists that his 
wife shot herself accidentally while 
taking 
down a 
shot gun at 
their 


home. 


The State will ask for the electro- 


cution of Mullins on the testimony of 
his ow n children. 
One of them wit- 


nessed the killing, the State claims, 
and the others seeing it about to take 
place, rushed from the room only to 
hear the shot and return to find their 
mother bleeding and dea.d The young- 
est child wbji -a as at the breast of 
the mother when she was shot was 
blinded for lifs in one eye from a 
stray shot. 


Mullms at the time of the shooting 


told officials who investigated it that 
his wife had accidentally shot herself 
taking down the gun frost a rack. 
None of the children w^ere examined 
at the tim^alr'the story told by Mul- 
lins was considered plausible and an 
"accidental death"

GENEVA, Sept. -5.—"France today 


pledged her adhesion-to the.,principle 
of arbitration and through the lips 
of Premier Herriot pave to the world 
a message generally acclaimed here 
as replete with hope for world peace. 


In an address to the assembly of 


the League of Nations which was fre- 
quently interrupted with long hand- 
clapping by the delegates and the pub- 
lic, 
M. Herriot declared that France 


would follow in both letter and spirit 
the solemn document known as the 
covenant of the 
League of Nations, 


which 
forms the first pait of 
the 


treaty of Versailles and approved in 
principle in advance any plan label- 
ling as an 
aggressor any 
country 


which refusres arbitration 


Especially remarked by the dele- 
gates was the French premier's refer- 
ence to the attitude of-the 
United 
States towards the League of Nations. 


"We continue to 
hope," he 
said, 
"that the United States, which has al- 
ready given us such useful collabora- 
tion and rendered us so many services, 
will not refuse her collaboration now, 
especially as arbitration is the key- 
stone of our plan." 


He added that certain distinguished 


citizens of the United States Jiave al- 
ready assisted with suggestions of the 
greatest value 
This reference of the 


premier tvas-to the draft pact for se- 
curity and disarmament drawn up by 
a committee of Americans. 


M. Herriot, in outline the position 


of France at the start of. his remarks, 
declarj 


said furnished a bails of security, jus- 
tice and law. He cited the resolution 
adopted by the third- assembly of the 
league which, in harmony with the 
league covenant, gave birth to a con- 
crete movement for the reduction of 
armaments.
